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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 14-16, 19, 41-43 and 45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Klardie et al (5782918). Klardie shows an abutment 42, screw at 90, post 
extending down therefrom as shown, a plurality of resilient fingers 45, 45', intermediate 
wall at 60 located between the resilient fingers and a non-round section at 51 which is 
for anti-rotation, a greater diameter at 61 , 62 then the intermediate wall as shown and 
through bore 81 . The resilient fingers provide for a snap fit, column 2, lines 58-60 and 
column 5, lines 15-20, and as such, inherently comprise a feedback feature. As to claim 
41 , the screw shown at 90 is for axial placement and is for retaining the abutment in an 
implant, as such, it is inherently an axial retention screw. As to claim 42, see slots 70. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6, 9-11, 13, 20-23, 25, 26, 28-32 and 46-48 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed March 17, 2008 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Klardie shows all the structure of claim 14 as described above. 
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With respect to claim 41 , applicant appears to be arguing the disclosed intended use of 
the screw with the inferentially claimed implant, however, the rejected claim is only 
directed to the abutment and screw, and as pointed out above, the screw meets the 
claim language.
